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THE TRACKS AT THE FRISON. 


What Prefessor Le Conte of the Uni- 


versity of California, Thinks of 
Them. 


The prehistoric remains of human 
beings belonging to a time when the 
race was just assuming its present 
state, form the most interesting objects 
for study and conjecture that have 
ever been presented to the mind. 
“ Who am I,” “ Whence came I,” and 
“‘Whither am I going?” are questions 
that have ever agitated the breast of 
map, and notwithstanding the fact 
that hundreds of religions have been 
built and whole libraries written upon 
the subject the queries remain unan- 
swered to-day. The discovery of tracks 
in the quarry at the State Prison at 


Carson crested quite a flutter among 


the local scientists, and brought up 
several eminent gentlemen from Oali- 


fornia to examine them critically. Dr, 
Harkness brought materials for taking 
photographs and also traces of them 
on Canvas, showing their direction and 
mutual relations. They will be poured 
full of plaster of Paris and exact casts 
made of them. Professor Le Conte, 
of the State University of California, 
spent some time in examining the 
tracks, and he informs the GazETTK 
that while they are very interesting 


THEY TEACH NOTHING NEW. 


There are the tracks of a mammoth 
and another tiack which he thinks is 
that of a man. He says some persons 
are entirely convinced that they are 
human, but he is more cautious. 
While he believes them to be so, still 
there are doubts. The track is so 
large, being nearly 20 inches, that it 
seems im ible that any human 
being ever lived, with a foot capable 
of making such an imprint. If it was 
a foot, it was wrapped up in something 
soft and pliable, or wore a sandal oi 
some sort. The peculiar outline of 
the human foot is distinct. The 
curved outside, the heel bending in- 
ward, the broad ball and wide front 
with the inward curve at the hollow 
on the inside of the foot are still there. 
The professor says he leoked carefully 
to see if it could be the footprint of a 
bear or some animal, but fuund no 
marks of claws or toes which would 
be part of a bear track. He tried to 
imagine an animal which stepped with 
its hind foot into the track of its fore 
foot and made such an impression, but 
he found nothing to indicate it. 
Being asked if it might be a foot wrap- 
ped in bark or skins as a defense 
. cold, he thought not because 

it was cold, the mud would be fro- 
zen and there would have been no im- 
pression. It could hardly be that the 
foot was wrapped to keep the body 
from pressing it into the mud, as snow 
shoes are worn, for then the outline of 
the foet would nut be preserved. On

HUMAN TRACK IS A PUZZLE. 


One thing remarkable about it is 
the distance between the lines of the 
tracks made by the right and left foot, 
vulgarly speaking the straddle, which 
is about eighteen inches. The length 
of the stride is that of a common 
man, being less than three feet, but 
the size of the foot and the distance 
between them were those of a giant. 
It will be considered carefully by men 
of science everywhere and no doubt 
more light will come. The track of 
the mammoth is about such à one as 
would be made by the one in Prof. 
Ward's collection now on exhibition 
in San Francisco. The Professor thinks 
the prints were probably made in the 
soft mud on the bank, perhaps near 
the mouth, of a river and seon after 
a spring flood came down and spread 
a layer of sand on them which was 
followed in years by the large deposit 
which became the rock now seen there. 
The Professor assigns tlie tracks to a 
period at least as far back as the 
glacial epoch and “thinks ps they 
belong to the plioceue. seems 
to be no significance in the fact 
of finding human tracks, even if they 
are human, with those of the mam. 
moth, because it has been long known 
that man appeared on the earth before 
the mammoth became extinct. Still 
the discovery is very interesting to 
science and may lead to important 
results,

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GARFIELD DISTRICT. 
An Interesting Letter from a Promis- | - 
ing Camp. 
Loxtxa, July 29, 82. 
Ep. Gazetrs: The newspapers of 
the State are recently having consid- 
erable to say of the mines in Garfield 
District, but as yet I have seen no 
mention made as to which are the 
principal mines, how they are worked, 
and just what they are producing. If 
these mines are worthy of newspaper 
notice, why not know the reason? So 
thought your correspondent, and ac- 
cordingly he sought and found the Re- 
corder of the District, B. McLane, 
and through his kindness is able to 


present the following facts to the 
readers of the Gazzrrs: 


THE DISTRICT IS COMPARATIVELY A 
NEW ONE, 


Having been formed but little over a 
year, and consequently the mines have 
not been developed to any great ex- 
tent. The Farrington, owned by Far- 
rington & Movs, has thus far proved 
the best paying property in the Dis- 
trict. It has produced, this Spring, 
over $100,000, with no expense what- 
ever save the wages of the men who 
wielded the picks. The ledge in this 
mine improves at every foot sunk. The 
ore mills $500 per ton, and the mine 
is fast enriching its owners. Next in 
arder of value comes the Honest Joho, 
owned by J. McClane & Son; the 
Lotta, owned by Johl & McDonald, 

and the Delawares, Nos.1, 2 and 3, 
owned by Johl & McClane. The ore 
in the above mines is principally sil- 

ver, working from $50 to $700 per ton. 

The mines are worked through per- 
pendicular shafts, The shaft in the 
Honest John is down 140 feet, and 
the ledge at that depth is from 15 to 
24 inches in width of very high grade 
ore.
